SUMMARY

The remnants of Tropica Storm Erin, now an intense low pressure system, moved from Oklahomainto Missouri along
the 1-44 corridor. This storm dumped 8-11 inches of rain in avery short span in Southwest Missouri. Among the
counties hardest hit were Dade, Lawrence and Polk Counties. Missouri State Water Petrol has assisted local
communitiesin swift water rescue throughout the area. One fatality was reported by officiasin Laclede County. A car
went into the water after a bridge washed out. Thedriver’sbody wasrecovered early Monday evening about two
milesdownstream from the culvert /roadway wash out. Thevictim wasa United States Postal employee
delivering rural mail.

County Reports

Dade County— Severd roads and bridges in the County are underwater (both north and south part of the counties).
Estimated local rain amountsto 8-11 inches of rain. Damage assessmentswer e estimated to exceed 1.3 million
dollars. Thiswasprimarily roadsand bridges.

Dallas County —Several roads and bridges damaged throughout the county. Preliminary esimatewould be
about 2 million.

Greene County — Severa roads and at least one bridge washed out in Northern Greene County (Ash Grove and Walnut
Grove Areq). City Utilities of Springfield reported about 5,000 customers were without power when two substations
were hit with lightening strikes Monday. Mogt of these customers have been returned to service. Though some
heavily damaged roadways remain closed, the Greene County Highway Department reports most roads that
wereunder water Monday are now passable, though many areas arerough with broken pavement and debris.
Damaged assessment continues and estimates should be completed Thursday or Friday.

Laclede County — One fatality has been reported (see above). Numerous water rescues were reported to Laclede
County officials. Joel E. Barber School reported water in the building. Laclede County EOC reported minor damage
due to water seepage. A private dam failed in southeastern Laclede County causing road damage. Many numerous
bridges and culvert systems have failed. Damage assessments continue throughout today (Wednesday). MoDOT
will assst in ingpecting bridges throughout the county. Two M oDOT reported to L aclede County late last night,
and additional engineering support will be provided this mor ning (Wednesday).

L awrence County—Officials report several roads with four feet of water over them. Miller School reported
flooding damage. Some homes with flood damage, but all are habitable. Five peoplerescued from high
water, one rescue by Missouri State Water Patrol. Damage assessmentswill not completed until Friday
(24August 2007).

Polk County— State Highway 13 isclosed in two places. Several county roads are closed due to high water. One fire
destroyed a home. Over a dozen highway accidents and four rescues, but no fatdities. Pleasant Hope area closed, but
water is receding. Eight rescues by Missouri State Water Patrol. A shelter was opened in Pleasant Hope, after a water
main break. Many school bus routes were curtailed as extensive damage to roads in southern Polk County caused it to
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be unsafe for school buses to use the highways. Several homes damaged as well as low-water crossings. Estimates of
damages exceed 3.2 million.

Webgter County —Many bridgesand roadsweredamaged. Preiminary damages estimated %2 million dollars.

Please Note: These estimates are all new damages and not |eft over damage from previous storms.

State Actions

MoDOT — Transportation has dispatched bridge and road inspection teams to Laclede County where most all
roads have suffered damages.

Missouri State Highway Patrol —M SHP hasresumed normal operations..
Missouri State Water Patrol - M SWP hasresumed normal operations.

Missouri Information Analysis Center —MIAC hasresumed nor mal operations
SEM A will continue to monitor the situation and will have further updates as necessary.
